It is wellunder- 


stood that the Cabinet lias had this sub- 
ject under consideration at several meet- 
ings, and that representatives of the 
Chinese Government in thia country 
have filed claims for damages with the 
btat» Department 
One of them, of 


small amount, goes back more than five 
years to Denver troubles, but the chief 
bill of damages mists from occurrences 
during the last BIX months. The duty 
of mailing some pecuniary icporation to 
maltreated Chinese, is hardly less bind 
mg than if it were expressly stipulated 
m the Treaty 
It is a duty arising out 


of the familiar practice of nations, to 
•which we etpect conformity when our 
own rights are concerned 
We ha\e 


been paiticnrarly exacting in demanding 
indemnity from Asiatic Nations foi ill 
tieatment of our citizens 
and both 


China and Japan hive paid us for 
offenses precisely of tho chiracter com- 
mitted m their owu lands bums fir lar- 
ger than are now likely to be claimed 
bv the Chinese. Congress, therefor*, 
should consider caiefully whit individual 
justice and international custom demand 
It is hardly probable that m view of the 
status of the Chinese laborers that fair 
dealing will require very large indemni- 
ties, whatevei may be the size of the 
claims, but the rule we insist on for our 
mibsionaries and commercial travelers 
ill treated in China is binding on our 
Goveinment in the present case, it its 
application leads to a quickened public 
sentiment to such outrages, the payment 
of damages may have a doubly good 
effect
